Based on the descriptions in documents 1-8 cited in the international search report, the inventions 
of claims 1-8 lack novelty and an inventive step. 

Documents 1-9 state that 2-[N-(4,5-dimethoxy-2-hydrDxy benzoyl) amino]-4-[(2-diisopropyl 
amino ethyl) amino caibonyl]-l,3-thiazole is useful for the prevention and treatment of generalized 
epigastric complaints, feelings of abdominal bloating, etc. (document 1, claims and page 10; document 
2, claims and colimm 42; document 3, page 1; document 4, page 3; document 5, pages 356 to 365; 
document 6, pages 1403 to 1414; document 7, pages 33 to 37; document 8. pages 69 to 81; document 
9, pages 599 to 603). 

Gastric food competence is not specifically disclosed in documents 1-9, but the drugs used for the 
treatment of gastric food competence disorder in this appUcation are also used for the prevention and 
treatment of feelings of early satiety and abdominal bloating, etc., and they are indistinguishable with 
respect to therapeutic use 6om drugs used for the treatment of generalized epigastric complaints and 
feeUngs of abdominal bloating, etc., which is the scope of application of existing drugs. 

As a result, the inventions described in claims 1-8 are one and the same as the inventions described 
in documents 1-9. 
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
